Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  "by  Secretary's  Memorand-am  No.  105^, 
dated  December  10,  19^2,   to  integrate  the  informational  services  of  the  De- 
T)artment,  and  in  ordor  to  carry  out  more  effectively  the  informational
